Practically all of the rye lig been cut 
and from 50 to 75. per cent. of “wheat, 
Harvesting of this crop will be com: 
pleted by September 15, A great deal 
of the oats is being cut for feed, Cut- 
ting of the second crop of alfalfa: in 
the’ southern part ofthe province is 
practically completed, and the yield 
hag been fairly good. 


Since the last report was issued by 
the department, heavy showers of rain 
have occurred in several districts, par- 
ticularly in the central and northern 
areas, These rains threatened for a 
time to delay the ripening of the later 
grain to a point where damage from 
frost was likely. For the most purt, 
however, the weather has been clear 
hand warm, and the damage froin frost 
it is anticipated, will be very small.

WOULD WELCOME 
BYNG AS CHIEF 


His ‘Bxcellency Lord: Byng may ‘be 
a full fledged Indian chief when he 
leaves Edmonton next month on his 
return trip to Ottawa. It was learned 
on: Tuesday that Cree Indians, who are 
coming here from the Hobbema re- 
serve, are proposing to confer the 
highest ‘gift in thelr keeping on the 
distinguished visitor, where he — ar- 
rives' here, according to the tribal 
custom. 

Chief Sampson has already propos- 
ed this honor, according to J. Prest, 


just returned from a trip to the re- 
serve, The ceremony would take 
place as a preliminary to the sports 
which the city is arranging for. 

Fully 400 Cree Indians will come to 
Edmonton for the pageant and sports 
according to Mr, Prest, who went 
down to the reserve to represent the 
city in making arrangements to bring 
the natives here, Through the ser- 
vices of an interpreter, it was agreed 
that> the sports program should — in- 
clude Indian horse races, squaw races 
bays’ races, bow and arrow contest, 
wrestling on horseback, Indian cow- 
boy. race, war dance, prairie chicken 
race, ‘fancy roping, and an attack on 
a stage coach. The Indiang will be 
all mounted and in full war' paint and 
feathers. 

Mr. Prest also made arrangements 
for several of the old time travoise to 
take part in the parade, 
be fixed. up and be drawn by squaws, 
Chief Sampson is also arranging a 
novel feature, this being a miniature 
travoise carrying a papoose for a 
passenger and drawn by Indian dogs.

IN PERIL AS

fire which broke out at midnight, ac- 
cording to. report received by Byron 
Pickard, ‘at Bereeleys of the state, 


superintendent of the mine, 

‘A rescue crew, headed’ by Pickard 
and Rodney Hecox, left Berkeley for 
Jackson early today to effect a rescue 
of the men held in the mine below 
the three thousand foot level. 

H. M. Wolflin, superintendent of 
safety of the California accident com- 
mission was advised by telephone that 
A. Garbardini, manager of the mine, 
had enlisted the ald of a rescue crew 
and gone’into the mine shaft in an 
attempt to smother the flames. 

Jackson, Calif. Aug. 29.—The vol- 
ume of nauseating gas issuing from 
the burning depths of the Argonaut 
mine through the Muldoon air shaft 
led to the belief today that the men 
now said to number 47, who were im- 
prisoned in the Argonaut at midnight 
Sunday night by a fire, have. all per- 
ished. 

Held in the grim grip of despair as 
hour followed hour in their vigil, fam- 
ilies and fellow workmen of the AT 
miners imprisoned since Sunday near- 
ly a mile below the carth’s surface 
in the mine, today cling stubbornly 
to the shred of hope that their hus: 
bands, fathers.and buddies were still 
alive, although’ the most optimistic 
hope was to reach the men within 18 
hours,

pit from which the men have helped 
to make fortunes in gold at an aver- 
age of a inillion dollars a year, came 
no token of hope, Irom it came no 
sign of the hell of {lame and smoke 
and poisoned air that raged between 
the imprisoned miners on the levels 
below 4,000 feet and the workers who 
vainly struggled to reach them.

“Another measure for which we are 
working is a pension bill for widowed

Give Up Worrying 


/Dr. Edwin L. Ash, lecturing at the 
Ynstitute-of Hygiene, said worry was 
responsible for a great deal of ner- 


<vous breakdown and organic illness. 


“Worry about diseases,” he said, 
is likely to produce them, chiefly 
by lowernig the general vitality of 
the body and diminishing its resist- 
ance to germs, 

Undne exaltation of the human self 
was responsible for many small wor: 
ries, which wear out health and oc: 
casion much distress, all of which 
could be got rid of by a little simple 


philosophy. 


For the ordinary’ healthy man or wo- 
man the conquest of worry depended 
on the training of the mind, and its 
prevention by the maintenance of or- 
dinary health, aided by greater at- 
tention to mental dhygiene, Dr. Ash 
defined worry as “a disorganization 
of mind control resulting in see-saw 
moyements of, thoughts backwards 
and forwards without finality and 
without reasonable conclusion, 

“Once anyone js caught upon a 
‘worry wheel,’ there is only one thing 
to do-—make a complete break — in 
daily routine and a complete change 
in life. It is the only way to prevent 
bad becoming worse, and to break 
the vicious circle.’ 

It was, however, one of the commou- 
est as well as the saddest experiences 
of the consulting room that men and 
women clearly caught by worry found 
themselves unable to take the only 
advice that could cetainly save them, 

The reasons were that illhealth had 
weakened the powers of decision, and 
that the worry was so intense and 
the possibilities of disaster appeared 
so great tft the victim dared not 
Jeave his affairs to subordinates, 


This iast attitude of mind was 


probably aggravated by a false sense | 


of the importance of the ego.
